They are ſuch Teachers as te[l people of a ſacrament,for which there

who are nor of the Altar,and ſay,The labourer is worthy of his bire,bur take 
wages of them that have-not hired them, and-if rhey will nor give it 
them, caft them into priſon, or take their goods by Juſtices warrants; 
theſe are they thac Chrift cryed wo againſt, who lay heavy burthens up- 


on the people, who apprefs render conſciences that own the everlaſting

They are ſuch Preachers as have told us, They have been Gifted men and 


we find in the Scriptures, That the Gift of God is free and not to be bought 
and ſold for money : and Job ſaid wiſdom is not to be purchaſed for money.nor 
gold; Bur they will nor ſell their (gift under: 200. 190;1. 80.1. or 50,1: 
a year,more or leſs,as they can get it : Here we finde they have not re-

They are Babylens Merchants,that make a trade of the Scripture > and 
the Saints condirions,which the'/Prophers andApoftles ſpoke forth free- 
ly without money and without Price;and bad all come freely. How many 
hundred thouſand pounds in'England is gained by the Scripture,and hu- 
mane Authors joyned to it ? Where is there a more profitable Trade ? 
here they make the Scripture rheir cloak and colour to get money by, 
and ſo make an Idol of it; and if any come to witneſs ir fu!filled, as it 
was in them that gave it forth , they cry outro rhe Mageſtrates againſt 
them as Blaſphemers and Deceivers : And if-they anſwer , He thar ad-

hour-glaſle to limit rhemſclves by, and fay, Hear the word cf the Lo:d,and 
for mony rell people what they have ſcraped regeiher. 

Theſe are they that ſpeak a Divination of their cwn heart, and not 
from the mouth of the Lordg which the Lord ſent Jeremiah to cry out 
agaiuſt, Jer.
